Such a commission possesses all thé 
powers necessary for carrying on the 
‘administration in the name of the 


king. The commissioners bear the . 


title “ counsellors of state” and their 
appointment is announced by procla- 
mation.

the powers possessed by the sovereign, | 


they are specifically debarred from 
some, notably that of dissolving pariia- 
ment, and are unable to grant any 
rank, title or dignity.

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Early Treatment Can Save 


Life, Experts Say. 


Ninety per cent of present day 
deaths from cancer may be prevented 
if the public will coJperate with the 
medical profession in the fight to con- 
quer the disease. This was the con- 
viction expressed last evening at the 
14th annual meeting of the Radiolosgi- 
eal Society of North America at the 
Drake hotel. on the eve of what is 
expected to be the most advanced dis- 
cussion of cancer ever held in America. 

Six hundred physicians from all sec- 
tions of the country are in the city 
for the meeting. Many of them have 
grown gray in the battle against can- 
cer. , Today they will hold a sympo- 
sium, summing up their experience 
and their convictions concernjng the 
disease. The cancer sessions open at 
9 «'clock this morning and continue 
througout the day. 

Warns of Danger Signs. 


It was Dr. Albert Soiland of Los An- 
geles, one of the men who launched the 
Radiological society upon its national 
scope, who declared the cancer experts 
are convinced that a high percentage 
of victims of the disease could be 
saved if the public would only heed 
the warnings and go early to some rep- 
utable physician or hospital. 

“Anything that is malignant, oe 
will notr espond to ordinary treatment 
and Will not heal or cure is likely to 


have the cancer element in it,” Dr., 


Soilland said, “The woman who feels 
a little hard lump in her breast, the 
person who has an obstinate sore in 
the mouths on the tongue or lips-— 
these should go at once to a physician, 
for, if those things are cancerous 
growths, to catch them early will in- 
sure successful treatment. 
Delay Is Suicide. 

“TI will venture to say that ninety 
per cent of all the victims of cancer 
might be saved if we could educate the 
public to the importance of obtaining 
this early treatment. Our. greatest 
trouble is that when they come to us at 
Jjast the disease has gone too far and 
nothing can save them. The people 
~ must realize that under present condi- 
tions, with no cure for cancer in the 
advanced stage known, cancer is a 
matter of life and death to the indi- 
vidual. The victim may save his life 
by going to the doctor early, and if 
he doesn’t it is tantamount to suicide. 

“So far only a few facts are known 
about cancer. We know, for instance, 
that heredity has considerable to do 
with it, that one may at least inherit 
the tendency to cancer; that it may 
disappear for generations, but that 
when it is in the individual some ir- 
ritation or something else often hap- 
pens which gives the pirate or bri- 
gand cells of the body the stimulus to

Latest official figures on the world's 
wheat crop suggests a total of 3,592,- 
000,000 bu for 42 countries which in 
1927 produced 96 per cent of the ag- 
gregate crop, and compares with the’ 
final returns of 3,419,000,000 bu last 
year. And a 1923-27 average of 3,296,- 
000,000 bu. As the greater part of 
the increase over the 5 year average 
is in the four leading exporting coun- 
tries a majority of traders are inclined 
to the belief that it will take a ma- 
terial change in conditions to bring 
about a higher level of values. 

Domestic stocks of wheat continue 
to pile up, gaining 2,168,000 bu during 
the past week, and the total! visible is 
mow 136,777,000 bu, the largest on 
record, and ig 45,741,000 bu in excess 
of last year. A private cadle from 
Argentina suggested an exportable sur- 
plus of 185,000,000 to 203,000,000 bu, or 
slightly in excess of the private figures 
given out on Saturday, and compare 
with 188,000,000 bu actually cleared so 
far this season.

Belgium Holds _ 
Place in Sun 
by Its Nerve 


People Going Strong After } 
Harsh Centuries. 


BY ANNE SOMERS HOUSE. 

{Chicage Tribune Press Service.] 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 3.—A bald headed 
gentieman, called Caius Julius Caesgr, 
in describing Gaul as divided into 
three parts, named its three tribes 
Belgians, Aguitanians, and Gauls, or 
Celts, and said, “of whom the Bel- 
gians are the bravest.” 

If it had not been for that remark 
there .might be no kingdbm of the 
“ Belgians” today. 

Belgian children are taught about 
him. They are taught to claim as a 
native Belgian the Emperor Charles 
V. of the holy Roman empire, born 
in Ghent in 1500. The Belgians have 
as heroes Counts Egmont and Horn, 
both Protestants, who became martyrs 
by: order of the duke of Alva in June, 
1568, after they were condemned by 
the inquisition. 
| In the matter of art the Belgians 
point among others to the famous 
painter, Peter Paul Rubens, who did 
a portrait of stout Maria de Medicis, 
queen of France. He Was a proud 
citizen of Antwerp. 


Getting down ‘to modern history, 
there is King Leopold IL, who gave 
the Congo to Belgium. 

King Léépold’s nation kept the 
Congo region, as neither Bismarck nor 
France were Willing to let England 
have it. By the. 1890's, Belgium was 
secure in the Congo river region, 
Leopold was well known in the gayer 
circle of Paris, but in the 1900's, Emile 
Vandervelde sprung the scandals con- 
cerning atrocities: against the Congo 
natives. Those scandals echoed around 
the world and there were protest meet- 
ings held in the United 8 Leo- 
pold attained an old age, more famous - 
abroad for his gayety than his business 
foresight. 
The outside world knew little of his 
successor, King Albert, until in August 
of 1914, Belgium's 90,000 met 600,000 
of Europe’s choicest soldiers and kept 
the German armies busy in Belgium 
till Gen. Sir John French had sent hit 
first British army across the ——* 
and until the first North 
troops had been moved from the Mett 
terranean to the French 

Liége, Belgiurn’s eastern 
commanded by Gen. Leman, resisted 
an avalanche of German army corre 
and 42 centimeter guns for more than 
two weeks.
